tions for war in Nicaragua, Salvador and 
Costa Rica have been proceeding on an extensive scale. Because of 
the persistence of President Zelaya of the first named republic in 
prosecuting warlike measures, the United States has now broken 
diplomatic relations with his government. Under some circumstances 
this action would indicate war; under the present circumstances it 
indicates intervention. The dominant note in the news from Wash- 
ington in reference to Ce1tral American affairs is a note of peace. 

We are given the assurance quite plainly that the United States 
will not tolerate war in Central America. ‘This is the assurance all 
right thinking Aimerican citizens have been anxious to hear. Not 
the least satisfying feature of the situation is that Mexico is heartily 
in accord with us. It is easy to see how this might have been other- 
wise, for Mexico might have become resentful over our further 
assertion of continental power. But Mexico is wisely governed, and 
nothing could speak more eloquently for her advancement than her 
attitude in the present crisis. 

Manifestly, it will be to the irmterest of Mexico, as it must be to 
the interest of the United States, that the latter shall take a step 
now which will go far toward putting an end to Central American 
disturbances. (Good order everywhere on this continent is essential 
to the prosperity and comfort of all its people, and the United 
States could not use its power and authority to a more beneficent 
end than in preventing the recurrence of the outbreaks in Central 
and South America, which, in addition to harming the sister repub- 
lics immeasurably, have been a disgrace to the western hemisphere. 

The new administration is here afforded a splendid opportunity 
of establishing itself at the outset in the gratitude of all peace-loving 
and law-abiding people.

It lies with Congress to say when the terms of its members 
shall begin and end, and it could by its own action easily adjust itself 
to any change of date in the beginning of a new administration. But 
it could not change the date of inauguration, for the very good 
reason that the constitution fixes the term of the President at four 
years, and any act of Congress intended to shorten or lengthen that 
term would be unconstitutional and, therefore, illegal. The language 
of the constitution is: ““He (the President) shall hold his office dur- 
ing the term of four years.’”’ He cannot hold it four years and so 
many months, or weeks, or days, in-order that a new inauguration 
date may be established. He does not hold office until his successor 
shall be duly qualified. He goes out of office automatically at the 
end of his four year term. No one else would have a legal right to 
take his place before the end of his four year term, save in certain 
obvious emergencies. 

Only an amendment to the constitution which would enable a 
President of the United States, whose term was ending or whose 
term was beginning, to serve longer than four years could render a 
change 1n the date of inauguration possible.

One of the most satisfying as well as one of the most important 
features of the new law is that it has been made to conform 
practically with the latest decisions of the courts.

as the outward sign of inward grace, why do these eruptive disorders 
of scenery remain to vex the eye? To the artistic temperament it 
does not readily appear what possible inward grace may be thus 
symbolized, nor can the man of thought, accustomed to deep preoccu- 
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The matter of economy, of course, demands first consideration. 
Professor Whitehead holds that the electric engine maintains ‘its 
drawing power better*than a steam locomotive after a train attains 
full headway. He draws comparisons by way of illustration. For 
example: A typical western freight locomotive, weighing with its 
tender 165 tons, can develop continuously a drawbar pull of 25,600 
tons up to a speed of fifteen miles an hour. An electric locomotive 
weighing 100 tons can develop this pull up to a speed of thirty-seven 
miles an hour. Moreover, as the electric locomotive does not “pound 
the track” so badly as the steam locomotive it may be driven at high 
speed with greater safety. | 

In these days of long and heavy freight trains, the greater out- 
put of power ascribed to the electric locomotive, as Professor White- 
head points out, is, perhaps, the most important of its merits. It will 
render grade climbing easier than at present, and where more than 
one engine may be necessary the “multiple unit’’ system will enable 
one motorman to operate all. 

The question of economy is not settled by. Professor Whitehead’s 
article, but it 1s as enlightening as it is interesting by reason of the 
clearness with which it treats certain phases of the problem that, 
generally speaking, are only intelligible to engineers. .

duction, but are safeguarded practically. It is still an open question 
whether the time limit should not be further extended, and not so 
much for the reasons usually advanced as for higher ones. The 
expiration of copyright in a book, for example, not only marks the 
cessation of the proprietary or royalty rights of the holder of the 
copyright in the publication, but it marks also the cessation of his 


‘control over it. It may be tampered with. It may be imperfectly 


reproduced. By alterations, abridgments, etc., its usefulness may 
be impaired or destroyed. Intentionally or unintentionally a book 
may be “edited’’ to its practical destruction. Too much “revision” 
has resulted to the detriment of many valuable.works. 

While an extension of the time limit might not prove to be 
a permanent remedy in such cases it would be helpful at least, and 
would have the merit of being another step in the direction of full 
protection for authors, their heirs and assigns, and the protection of 
readers as well. . 

No special favors are sought or expected by authors or in behalf 
of authors. They are simply entitled to the same protection as other 
people in all of their property rights. It is true that the property 
which they create is less tangible than other property. But it is 
none the less real for that.

It is fur- 
ther provided that on petition of 25 per 
‘cent of the registered voters any ordi- 
nance passed by the city council shall ve 
suspended, or any new ordinance shall | 
be submitted to the voters at » special | 
election.

Ex-Mayor John Ahearn said that the 
common council should not be abolished, 
but if there is to be any change it should 
be to one large board of at least 25 
members.

Randall Assumed by Cor- 
poration Because of Debts 
Incurred. 


The management of Memorial and 


Randall halls, the two common eating 
houses of Harvard College, has been tak- 
en out of their regular board of control 
and has been vested in the hands of a 


committee of three members »f the Har- 
vard faculty and corporation. This com- 
mittee has called in the assistance of 
a firm of public accountants § and 
production engineers of Boston, and the 
operation of the two halls will be en- 
tirely reorganized and placed on « pay- 
ing and permanent basis. 

This action of the Harvard Corpora- 
tion has been made necessary by the 
rapid increase of the debt on Memorial 
Hall which has now reached the approxi- 
mate sum of $175,000. 

The Harvard Corporation committee 
includes W. S. Burke, imspector of 
grounds and buildings, chairman; E. H. 
Wells, secretary of the alumni associa- 
tion, and J. D. Greene, secretary of the 
corporation. 

The first step taken by the commit- 
tee is to guarantee the price of board 
at Memorial Hall at $5 a week, Ameri- 
can plan, to all students and to raise the 
price of board on the “transient” tables 
so high as to compel the students to eat 
either at Randall Hall or to engage regu- 
lar board at Memorial.

BULGARIAN CHIEFS 
SEEKING PEACE IK 


CONSTANTINOPLE, 


SALONICA, Turkey—Nothing could 
better illustrate the change that has 
come over Turkey than the presence in 
Constantinople of the three leading chiefs 
of Bulgarian bands, Panitza, Cchernopieff 
and Sandanski. Christo Tchernopieff and 
Theodore Panitza are the founders of 
the Bulgarian committee operating in 
Macedonia, while Sandanski is the most 
prominent Macedonian leader since the 
days of Sarafof. 

The recent debate in the Turkish par- 
liament on present conditions in Mace- 
donia was not characterized by a tone 
friendly to the Bulgarians. According to 
the grand vizier, who as general inspec- 
tor came to know Macedonia more thor- 
oughly than any else in Turkey and pos- 
sibly out of it, the Bulgarians “oper- 
ated” in Macedonia for seven years be- 
fore the Greeks had any thought of re- 
taliating as they have since done, with 
the Bulgarians’ own barbarous methods. 
Nevertheless, the thorough discussion 
given the subject, even though it led to 
much bickering between the Christian 
deputies of various nationalities, evi- 
denced the universal desire of putting 
an end to the unbearable situation in 
the three vilayets. And now, as in re- 
sponse to the measures voted at the 
time, the three Macedonian comitadjis 
have come to the metropolis and not 
only expressed their conviction that the 
regime alone can save 
but that a complete agree- 
ment between Bulgarians and Crecks in 
Macedonia, that between Exarchists 
and Patriarchists, is perfectly feasible. 
This is hailed as an enormous advance 
on the standpoint of only a few weeks

Bul- 
garians are recognized as well fitted for 
popular government, and a Bulgarian 
republic is likely to be a big improve- 
ment over the present government, in 
the opinion of many Levantines, though 
it is by no means looked for in the near 
future. : 

Socialism is arn Wee ground, not only 
in Macedonia but also in Armenia, where 
its agrarian program is rapidly super- 
seding the old doctrines of the passing 
secret societies. To both countries it 
came from Russia, and is likely to prove 
a wholly unexpected but eminently mod- 
ern factor in southeastern Europe and 
the Levant.

and the only team that succeeded in de- 
feating the Harvard seven during the 
entire season was the New York Ath- 
letic Club. This defeat came before the 
Harvard team was organized, and when 
playing at its top form, it would have 
given the New York aggregation a hard 
battle.

The only thing | 
now in the way of a speedy growth is

The VPresident’s message in the Senate 
was received with approval by the Re- 
publicans. It was referred to the com- 
mittee on finance. 

On motion of Senator Hale it was then 
agreed that when the Senate adjourned 
today it will be to meet on Friday. 
Among several petitions that were pre- 
sented was one from the New Hampshire 
Legislature in opposition to the proposi- 
tion for a federal import tax, claiming 
that that of revenue should be 
reserved to the states. On motion of 
Senator Frye, at 12:10, the Senate went 
into executive session. 

Prolonged applause followed the read- 
ing of the message in the House. 

The presentation of the tariff bill was 
expected immediately to follow the read- 
ing of the message but Chairman Payne, 
of the ways and means committee decid- 
ed today not to introduce the, measure 
until after the appointment of one Re- 
publican member of the committee to 
take place of former Representative 
Boynge of Colorado. He deemed it 
proper to show the paper to Boynge’s 
successor before presenting it to the 
House. At noon today it was believed 
that the document would not be reported 
from committee till Wednesday. 

The Senate appears to be the only 
body ready to handle the tariff question, 
and the Senate is not supposed to take 
it up until after the bill is through the 
House. The view that there is an utter 
lack of enthusiasm over the revision of 
the tariff and a feeling that it is a mis- 
take, was voiced today by many persons 
interested in business from various parts 
of the country. 

Prominent tariff authorities declare 
that th.re are reductions in the bill as 
prepared by Mr. Payne’s committee that 
would nvt be permitted to stand. They 
precicted that even if the bill passed the 
House these reductions would be altered 
in the Senate.and restored to a figure 
which would give full protection. 

There is also-a determination that in 
framing the dual tariff, the working tar- 
iff, that is the tariff that becomes effect- 
ive generally shall be the minimum, and 
that this shall contain the lawest rates 
applied to any country, while the maxi- 
mum rates shall apply to any country 
that raises its duties against American 
products.

Argue For and Against

est-attended today. In the audience are a 
large number of ladies. The regular 
hearing room of this committee became 
crowded long before the hearing com- 
menced and it became necessary for ser- 
geant-at-arms Remington to assign a 
larger room for the committee’s use. 

The officials of the state board of edu- 
cation and their friends are putting in 
a strong case along the line that both 
boards have a peculiar work to do. 

At the close of the case of those who 
oppose the Governor’s recommendation 
the committee then began the hearing 
of persons in its favor. 

President Hamilton of Tufts College 
favored the principle contained in the 
Governor’s proposal and expressed the 
opinion that the educational policy of 
the state cannot be a success so long 
as it is carried on under two separate 
boards.

A hearing was given by the state 
board of railroad commissioners on the 
petition of citizens of Webster and Dud- 
ley for better train service for their di- 
vision on the lines of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany.

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Ventilation and Cocaine 
Topics at Two Hearings 


The committee on public health to- 
day took up the subject of ventilation in 
street cars,on Representative Thomas J. 
McDavitt’s bill to provide that every car 
used for transportation on any steam, 
electric railroad or railway in this com- 
monwealth shall be provided with a sys- 
tem of ventilation adapted to furnish a 
minimum of 10 cubic feet of fresh air 
per minute, according to the seating ca- 
pacity of the car.

Occasionally 
the piece betrays the blemish of Ameri- 
ean tinkering for the alleged purpose of 
humorous improvement. The libretto, 
happily, keeps within the bounds of san- 
ity. It is not fantastic after the Ameri- 
can fashion. The lyrics are commend- 
able. The music, though slight in theme, 
jingles with animation. 

James Blakeley, an English comedian, 
appears in the role of Max, the burlesque 
envoy, with laughable results. His 
pantomime at times is excellent, but in 
his earnestness he often overacts. He 
is clownishly funny and except where his 
buffoonery partakes of too much rough- 
ness, is generally enjoyable.

THE COMING OF “SAMSON.” 
It is very evident that the coming en- 
gagement of William Gillette at the Hol- 


i lis Street will be one of the notabte cnes 


of the year at that house. He nas always 
been one of the greatest of favorites to 
appear there, and there is naturally a 
great deal of interest connected with the 
advent of “Samson,” for much has been 
heard concerning this absorbing modern 
play from the pen of Henry Bernstein, 
the author of “The Thief.” The piece 
has been adapted for the American stage 
by Mr. Gillette, and so he still continyes 
to appear in one of his own works. The 
piece had a long run in New York, Lon- 
don and Philadelphia—all have been 
aroused to enthusiasm by the strong 
scenes of “Samson,” and the picture of 
modern French life, the stirring charac- 
depicted and the powerful 
acting of Mr. Gillette have proved an at- 
tractive combination. 

“I am an impressionist,” says Henri 
Bernstein, author of “The Thief,” “Sam- 
son” and “Jsrael,” in that I am like 
Claude Monet and Whistler. In other 
words, I have attempted to do in my 
plays what they did in painting. To me 
impressionism means two things. First. 
it consists in seizing the culminating 
moment of one human life—or several— 
a moment which is created by conflicts, 
perhaps somewhaf extreme, but always 
essentially human. This, to me, has the 
advantage of bringing the characters into 
strong relief; for in those conflicts char- 
acters must forcibly reveal themselves. 
Secondly, instead of a painting, minute 
and laborious, of beings, things and facts 
—a reproduction which can néyer, by the 
way, be a really faithful copy of nature 
—JI, as Whistler did on canvas, do not 
try to reproduce what my eyes perceive 
according to classical and artificial rules, 
but to give a visual impression, vivid 
and definite. My aim is to produce, not 
an accurate copy, but an interpretation 
of truth. A line, a contour, can suggest 
more, have a greater and deeper mean- 
ing, than the most careful and elaborate 
accumulation of useless details.”

Officer Who Built Up Naval Coaling System 


WASHINGTON—Perhaps no officer in 
the navy is better qualified to consider 
the reorganization of the navy depart- 
ment than Rear Admiral Royal B. Brad- 
ford. Admiral Bradford was the chief 
of the bureau of equipment from 1897 
to 1903, and during that period made an 
exhaustive study of reorganization. It 
was largely due to his determined efforts 
that the bureau system of the depart- 
nent was allowed to remain unchanged 
up to the present time. 

On the question cf purchase and sup- 
ply of coal also Admiral Bradford is 
well qualified to speak. To him belongs 
the credit of the first move in the direc- 
tion of the modern coaling stations now 
in operation, whose imp-rtance is nod 
longer questioned. 

When Admiral Bradford assumed the 
duties of chief of the bureau of equip- 
ment in 1897 there was not a single 
coaling station in the possession of the 
navy department. with the exception of 
a dilapidated shed at Key West and not 
one lighter for transportation. This was 
the state of affairs at the beginning of 
the war with Spain. 

At no time during the war, however, 
did any ship afloat complain of inade- 
quate coal supply. 

After the battle of Manila bay the 
question of coal for the Philippines be- 
came of paramount.importance. After 
the annexation of the Hawaiian Islands 
Admiral Bradford requested a certain 
site set aside for the use of the navy. 
This site was awarded the navy depart- 
ment by executive proclamation and is 
now extremely valuable. 

Forseeing the need for coal in the 
esat, Admiral Bradford had cabled to 
the consul at Honolulu to buy every ton 
in the place, which he did. It was owing 
to this precaution that the army trans- 
ports conveying the first troops were 
enabled to reach Manila. 

At the termination of the war Ad- 
miral Bradford began the conatruction 
of coaling stations. He asked for and

purpose and the results achieved speak 
for themselves. | 

Admiral Bradford was a member of 
the board of construction during the 
period when the first ships of the greater 
navy were considered and many innova- 
tions discussed. He studied these prob- 
lems conscientiously and is possessed of 
a fund of knowledge on these subjects. 
No matter what pressure was brought 
to bear upon him he refused to agree to 
anything in the construction of the 
mammoth fighting machines which he 
did not sonsider best for the service. 
In so doing he gained for himself the 
title of the “Great Objector,” but never- 
theless many of his objections have been 
proved extremely pertinen’ in the light

The 
catastrophe of King Lear is owing to his 
want of judgment, his impatient van- 
ity, his misunderstanding of his chil- 
dren; the virtue of his one true daugh- 
ter would have saved him from all the 
injuries of the others. unless he had 
cast her away from him; as it is, she 
all but saves him. In ‘Romeo and 
Juliet” the wise and brave stratagem of 
the wife is brought to ruinous issue by 
‘he reckless impatience of her’husband.

And what shall I say of the calmly de- 
voted wisdom of the ‘unlessoned girl’ 
who appears as a gentle angel bringing 
courage and safety by her presence and 
by what women are fancied most to fail 
in—precision and accuracy of thought? 
“Such, in broad light, is Shakespeare’s 
testimony to the position and character 
of women in human life. He represents 
them as infallibly faithful and wise 
counsellors, incorruptibly just and pure 
examples, strong always to sanctify, 
even when they cannot save .. .” 
Ruskin next reminds us of Dante’s 


great poem, a song of praise to his lady, | 
Beatrice, “his teacher, interpreting for | 
him the most difficult truths and leading | 
him with rebuke wpon rebuke, from star 
to star.” Ruskin continues: | 

“Now I could multiply witness upon | 
witness of this kind if I had time. I 
would take Chaucer and show you why 
he wrote a Legend of Good Women, but 
no Legend of Good Men. I would take | 
Spenser and show you how all his fairy 
knights are sometimes -deceived and 
sometimes vanquished; but the soul of 
Una is never darkened, and the spear of 
Britomart is never broken... .” 

Shakespeare and Ruskin surely call 
woman to high emprise. “Dux femina 
facti”—a woman the leader of the deed 
~-has long stood on the pages of litera- 
ture, in many applications, and it has 
been placed there, let us remember, by 
the pen of man himself. :

Impressions of America and of Her Conteniporaries. 


Ellen Terry’s records of her experience 
are said by the “Bookman” to be really 
the records of how life impressed her. 
She writes much of America, where she 
felt so at home. She says: American 
ladies read more and have developed a 
more fastidious taste than Englishwo- 
men; they have, in appearance at least, 
more reality; but neither they nor the 
men haye much natural sense of beauty. 
The quality of the American voice is 
generally unbearable, but in truly terri- 
ble variety exists only in one state—and
